Our Hennep in— New Survey?. 


Two additional routes have been sur­ 
veyed for the western terminus of the 
Hennepin Canal; or more properly speak­ 
ing, from which can be selected the most 
feasible route for constructing the great 
work. 
We have been frequently asked 
in regard to these new surveys but the 
field notes, or results, could not be given 
to the public until the army officer in 
charge, Major Benyuard, had first report­ 
ed to the Secretary of War, under the 
rules of that department. 
In a conversa­ 
tion with the Major, not long since, he 
expressed himself to the'editor of the 


T e l e gr a p h as being highly gratified with 
a new route that his engineers had found 
down the Green, 
into the Rock River 
and thus utilizing the latter fora distance 
of about twenty miles, coming out just 
below Rock Island into the Mississippi 
river. 
It is estimated that the newly dis­ 
covered route will reduce the cost of con­ 
struction from one and a ha lf to two mil­ 
lion of dollars. 
None of these new sur­ 
veys will in the least intefere with the 
Feeder, as T he T e l e gr a p h has frequent­ 
ly explained heretofoJe. 
Whichever is 
accepted as the route Rock river must be 
tapped at Dixon for a water supply. There 
have, in fact, been located two new lines 
thought to be practicable, both starting 
from the summit level, at the end of 
what is known as the Eastern Division, 
which runs westward from the Illinois 
river, in the vicinity of Hennepin, twen­ 
ty-five miles to a point four miles north 
of Sheffield, where the canal receives the 
feeder from Dixon. 
One of the new lines 
thus surveyed runs from the western end 
of the summit line, and passing through 
St. Peter’s Marsh is almost on a direct 
line the entire distance to Watertown, on 
the Mississippi, this survey crossing Rock 
river at Penny’s Slough. 
The other ncw'- 
ly surveyed route, the termination of 
which is at Rock Island, leaves the line 
of the first newly surveyed route at 
Penny’s Slough, and instead of crossing, 
follow s down the Rock river to within six 
or seven miles of its mouth; thence across 
due west to the Mississippi river striking 
it at a point about one and one-half miles 
below Rock Island 
The last ten miles of 
ihe route are essentially on the same 
ground previously surveyed by Major 
Benyuard in 1882. 
Lust fall Major B en ­ 
yuard, of the corps of engineers to the 
United States Army, received authority 
from military engineer headquarters at 
Washington to proceed to make surveys 
of these two routes, and also an estimate 
of the construction of the canal upon 
them, 
lie lias 
finished his work a nd 
finds that a shorter and cheaper route has 
been discovered. 
Starting 
at a point 
thirty miles west of Hennepin, a line was 
followed 
( » 1 1 the north side of Green river 
in a northwesterly direction to Penny’s 
Slough, a tributary of Rock river.

this point it is proposed to use the Rock 
river southwest to Colona. and thence by 
the previously surveyed routes to Hock 
Island or Watertown. The route » surveyed 
in 188D, reaching the same points, was 
along the north border of Green river, 
and the particular advantage to be gained 
by the use of the line followed this sea ­ 
son is in the avoidance of the numerous 
feeders in the way of smMl streams and 
creeks which flow into the Green river 
from its southern side.

He was going to 
New Y o rk on business and told his friends 
that he would soo if lie could not outwit a 
sawdust swindler and get good money in­ 
stead of pieces of paper. 
It was with this 
idea in his mind that he entered into nego­ 
tiations with Davis. 
Holland then told the 
story of the shooting. D avis’ brother testified 
Tuesday that Holland shot Davis after bt 
ing 
shown 
that 
the 
latter 
was 
unarmed. 
H olland’s 
story 
is 
as 
follows: 
“ Davis 
counted 
out 
$10,000 
and 
said 
‘here’s 
m y 
goods; 
where’s 
your money/’ 
I handed him $500, picked 
up the bag w ith the $10,000 in it and said 
‘come lot’s go.' 
“ ‘No’ said Davis, ‘don't bo in a hurry, 
w ait for the old man. ’ 
“ ‘No,’ 1 said; ‘I must go.’ 
" ‘You mustn't go out of hero with that 
bag,’ 
returned Davis. 
‘ W h y, the house is 
full of detectives.’ 
“ ‘I'll tako m y chances with the detec­ 
tives,’ I replied. 
“ ‘D avis got excited. 
He sprang to his 
feet and shouted: ‘You can’t get out with 
that bag; drop it, I'v e got two men in that 
room !’ 
“ ‘No I won't,' I 
said; 
‘tho 
money’s 
mine.* 
“ ‘G —- d— you, drop that b ig or I ’ll kill 
you!' yelled Davis and he came toward me. 
“ ‘Stand back!’ I snouted, but he rushed at 
me. 
A voice from 
the next room cried:

threw the bag on tha table and Davis put his 
hand behind him and shouted, ‘I'll fix you !’

ran out.

would be shot and I didn’t stop to t ike tho 
money. 
I was arrested at tho corner.” 
Holland flatly denied that Davis had held 
up his hands, or shown that he was uti- 
trmed. 
On cross-examination it was shown 
that Holland on arrivin g here registered as 
from Colorado, and that he had sent for one 
of D avis’ circulars.
